There is an Association of 
Commerce, too, an organization of older heads which is 
comparable to similar organizations in other cities. 
Hut 
tile organization of the younger men not only gets behind 
projects of value launched by the older body. but fie- 
quently steps out to initiate and put over worth while pro­ 
jects of its own. 
Not only is it a factor of much influence 
but it is aj} organization in which leaders tor tomorrow 
are being developed and trained. 
We get a slant on this from recent news dispatches 
from New Orleans, to the effect that members ot this 01- 
ganization have formed a “class among themselves for the 
study of better civics and better economics for their own 
city. 
Thev have been meeting in the home of a leader 
chosen by them, but the crowds got too large, and they had 
to move to an auditorium provided by a bank. 
I om 
menting on this the Dallas News says, 
. . 
“They study their duties as citizens. 
They inform 
them selves as to the business relations of New Orleans, its 
basis of livelihood, its interests and its future. 
Thousands 
of questions of city growth and city planning suggest them­ 
selves naturally as falling within the range of such an inves­ 
tigation, and these questions are taken as they conte. 
“Some of these young men are college men. others are 
starting out in business and professional life. 
I he> exp ect 
to prosper as New Orleans prospers. 
They hope to profit 
as it improves. 
They want to have a p a n in its progress. 
They are interested to discharge well the duties that are to 
fall on their shoulders. 
Fortunate is any city with sue 
strength and loyalty at its command. 
This is an idea that young men of any community, 
Bryan for example, well might take up. 
There are young 
business and professional men in Bryan who have at Dila­ 
ted with one or the other of the civic organizations ot 
luncheon clubs of the city. 
There are many others. :young 
men in business, who have no such affiliation. 
Horn 
these young men have given thought to civic needs. Others, 
so far, have given but little consideration to these things*. 
But from the ranks of these young men must come the 
coifimunity leaders of tomorrow. 
In the past Bryan ha.** 
not lacked for a community leadership in the emergencies 
that have confronted the citizenship. 
But there ha\ e beui 
times when if that leadership had been a bit broader 
guaged, the community would have fared better. 
And as 
we look to the future, with economic and social situation 
and problems becoming more complex, rather than more 
simple, we should be able readily to realize the value ol 
such a training class in Bryan. 
If the young men ot this 
community, who propose to make this city their home and 
who have a desire to help fashion her future and mold 
her growth, would seriously consider tins situation and 
by study and exchange of thought try to prepare them 
selves better for this work, the right sort of leadership toi 
this community in days to come would be assured,

Bird Life In Danger 


Last week the season during which it is lawful to 
shoot the white winged dove opened. 
According to re­ 
ports from game wardens, this beautiful species ot dote, 
formerly rather plentiful in the Rio Grande \ alley, is com­ 
paratively scarce this year, though reported in gieatci 
numbers on the southern side of the international boun­ 
dary line. 
There is reason to believe, too, that unless more -sti in­ 
dent measures are taken to protect this bird it soon will 
become as extinct as the wild pigeon, once so numerous 
that it traveled in numbers so great that they darkened 
the skies and broke huge limbs from mature trees by their 
weight while roosting at night. 
There was a time when 
no one would have considered the possibility ot a species 
so numerous being exterminated, but this has happened 
and few persons living today can hark back to the day 
when they saw a wild pigeon. 
In more recent years we have seen other native song 
and game birds driven nearer the extinction point.

The quail— the Bob \\ bite, as the bird is laminal It 
known— has almost disappeared from some areas of the 
middle west, where this wonderful game bird was slaugh­ 
tered in enormous numbers year atter year until it became 
necessary to protect it by legal means. 
Even such native 
song birds as the robin have suffered from the hunter, as 
it was regarded as a game bird in some southern states 
though scarcely ever shot in the north. 
We find the same condition obtaining with regard to 
wild ducks and geese. 
Hunters still go oui and still get 
their limit baga. 
But if they have been hunting many 
years they will admit that legal hags are more difficult to 
obtain, that they have to travel farther and go t‘> more 
pains and trouble. 
And while Borne species of duck still 
seem fairly plentiful, others have almost disappeared, and 
the same fact obtains with regard to some species of geese. 
And such monarchs of the air as trampler swans, seen and 
heard frequently not so many years ago on the west coast, 
as they migrated between north and south, almost have 
disappeared. 
The truth is that the most treasured species ot our 
bird life are iii grave danger of extinction, even with the 
protection measures now employed, and there is no ques­ 
tion but that more stringent laws for their protection 
should be worked out. 
In most instances, too. this protec­ 
tion should come from federal sources as the birds most 
valuable and thut stand in most need of protection may be 
classed either as migratory or song birds, or as both.
